Mr. Alexander Begg, who has just 
returned from England whore he was 
ummoned to give evidence before a 
select committee of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment in regard to the desirability of 
British Columbia as a place of settle- 
ment for the Scottish Crofters, was 
asked as to the progress of the move- 
ment by a Colonist reporter yesterday. 

In reply he said that the prospect of 
having the loan granted by the Imperia" 
Government for this colonization on the 
esteru frontier, was us favorable as 
could be expected, pending tho report of 
the select committee referred to. He 
ad demonstrated to the Imped 
Government that this advance 
Id not add any burden 
o the British taxpayer, that it was 
vidont from the proposed plan thit no 
xtra tax would belaid on the taxpayers 
f British Columbia on account of thi 
loan. On the other hand a sum some 
here in the neighborhood of $700,000 
ould be placed to the credit of the 
■ovince, to be expended in the prov- 
ice, in behalf of this colonization 
scheme, which, together with tho in- 
crease of the population and the dovel- 
pment of several provincial industries, 
hould make it most desirable in the 
uhlic interests to have the scheme car- 
icd into effect. 

The questions asked Mr. Bogg by 
the committee required immediate 
answer; "Fortunately," Mr. Begg re- 
marked, "as far as British Columbia 
concerned, I had good material to 
ring before them. A superb climate, 
exceTlent soil, abundant fishorics, ricli 
mines, and tho very best of fruit and 
eneral crops could be referred to in 
glowing terms without any exagger- 
ation. Tho financial phase of the 
scheme— its simplicity and satisfactory 
statements passed without a challenge, 
so that I rather congratulated myself 
when the examination was concluded,

Political matters are in a muddle in 
the Territory of Washington. It is still 
a Territory, for the proclamation de- 
claring it a State has been, on account 
of the want of a certificate from Gov- 
ernor Miles C. Moore, delayed. The 
statu legislature was, by the constitu- 
tion, to have met on the 6th of Novem- 
ber to choose two United States sena- 
tors. But there is as yet no state of 
Washington, and the legislature that 
meets before the President's proclama- 
tion is issued is not the legislature either 
of the stute or the territory. In fact it 
is nothing mote than a meeting of citi- 
zens, and cannot act in a legislative 
capacity. This has been pointed out to 
the members-elect by the governor- 
elect, who advises thorn very strongly 
to dolay the meeting ot the members 
until after ti.e presidential proclama- 
tion', when, aB he says, "their assembly 
would be legal and regular." The 
judges of the territory are of the same 
opinion us tiovernor-eleet, Kerry, 
but tho new members were so 
eager to exercise their new powers 
that they expressed their determination 
to meet on the 6th inst. whether the 
proclamation was issued before that day 
or not. A telegram from Olympia to 
the Post-Intelligencer concludes as fol- 
lows : ''Though' there is tip legislative 
act prescribing the number and nature 
of the ollicers of either house it is yet 
probable that the officers usual to legis- 
lative bodies will be named in both 
houses and that the eloctioti of the 
United States senators will be pro- 
ceeded with." If the members have mel 
and acted in the way pointed out in tin 
telegram they will have their work all 
to do over attain when the Territory it 
proclaimed to be a State. However,

As he is a sensible, straightfor 
ward mun who wants to do what is 
right on all occasions, and who, besides, 
has a perfect knowledgo of the whole 
matter, he can be trusted to do what is 
best calculated to promote and preserve 
the interests of his constituents. As in 
this so in other matters, the Chinese 
question included. Our contemporary 
must see that a representative of the 
people cannot be pledged on all subject, 
that may come before him. He may hi 
called on to decide on matters of very 
great moment which no one hud fore 
seen while he was a candidate. Cir 
cumstances may be such that he will 
have to tuke action on these subjects 
without his havinganopportunityof con 
suiting ins constituents. Much must 
of necessity be left to his di 
eretion. Those who elect him must 
trust him whether they like it or not 
He cannot be always coining to his con 
stituents to ask them, "must I vote this 
way or that?" "Can I support, or must 
I oppose such and such u measure ?" A 
man who has so little self-reliance and 
is so distrustful of his own judgment i 
not fit for the position of representative 
of the people. If he is too timid to deeid 
independently, he should not be placed 
in a position where he must, at times, 
act on his own judgment or betray the 
interests of those who elect him. 

A man who is elected as Mr. Earle 
was to give the Qovermnent a generous 
but independent support indicates suffi 
ciently what course he intends to take 
He is with the Government as far us its 
leading principles are concerned, but ho 
docs not undertake to support all its 
measures or justify tdl its administrat- 
ive acts. He is a supporter of the 
Government but not its tool or its slave. 
Mr. Barnard is generally understood to 
be a firm supporter of the Government, 
but that did not prevent his advocating 
the placing of mining machinery on the 
free list. Mr. Prior's loyalty to his 
party has never been questioned, but 
he would not have considered it 
inconsistent with that loyalty to have 
voted against the Government on the 
matter of tho China steamers calling at 
Victoria, if there had been a division 
on that subject. Honest and intelli- 
gent men may be depended upon to do 
what is best for those who elect them, 
whether they are pledged or not, and 
men who are bound to betray their con- 
stituents will find pretexts for doing so, 
no mattfir how many and how solemn 
their ante-election promises may have 
been. 

Our contemporary must see that no- 
thing worth saving has been lost by 
sending Mr, Earle to Parliament un- 
pledged, The promise which he volun- 
tarily gave does not bind him to sup. 
port the Government whether right or 
wiving. Thiols whore the "independence" 
comes in; and we ate quite sure thai he 
will exercis.1 it judiciously and in such 
a way as to meet the approval of tho 
great majority of his constituents, 



with the other sciences. In fact, it has 
not yet arrived at the dignity of 11 
s' lionce. It is still in the stage of ex- 
periment. Human beings with till their 
wisdom and learning and research are, 
as regards the most important matters 
of eating and drinking, still empirics. 

A notice of a lecture by Professor W. 
\. Atwatcr set us thinking about this 
familiar subject on which so few agree. 
The paper was read before the American 
Public Health Association. Its title 
was " Food in its relation to 
Health. " It is no doubt a very pro- 
found and a very learned disquisition, 
but we venture to say that there were 
almost as many different opinions as to 
its merits as thero were individuals in 
tho audience. The reader will have a 
good idea of the school to which the 
learned professor belongs when he reads 
the following bill of fare for a person 
engaged in a sedentary occupation. 
The quantity of food is for a week's 
consumption. 

" Ten pounds of bread, a pound of 
lean meat, and half a pound of hone con- 
taining some meat made into soup, six 
pounds of potatoes, half a pound of 
other vegetables, a pound of oatmeal, 
half a pound of flour, half a pound of 
sugar, two pounds of milk, With a little 
suet, cocoa and salt. On this an idle 
person should thrive, if a little beer or 
wine were added. " 

We are afraid that very few of our 
l oaders would submit to the Professor's 
regimen even for a single week. Some 
othor professor equally learned would 
very likely draw up a bill of fare en- 
tirely different both as to the kind of 
food and tho quantity.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 



ABOUT EATING. 

If there is one thing more than 
other that people generally ought, by 
this time, to have some knowledge of it 
is eating. Every one eats, and every 
one cuts often and from the very dawn 
of existence. Yet how few know what 
they ought to eat or exactly how much 
food is sufficient for them. It is very 
hard to liud two persons who exactl} 
agree as to the wholesomness ot any 
particular article of food. There are 
people who reject with disgust animal 
food of all kinds and descriptions. They 
say, and say very strongly, that human 
beings should not eat the flesh of ani- 
mals, and some go so far as also to ta- 
boo milk and eggs. They assert that 
the food which nature has provided for 
man are fruits ami seeds and vegeta- 
bles. Flesh foods they say brutalize 
men, and they declare that the huinui 
race will never be what it ought to be, 
and what it can be, until it derives it 
nourishment wholly from plants. Book 
have been written in support of this 
theory, anil there are among the vege- 
tarians wise and learned men and wo 
men. Does it not seem strange that (t< 
adopt the orthodox chronology) the ex 
perience of six thousand ycra has not 
been sufficient to make men certain 
to what is good to eat and what is not 1 
Then, again, there are some people 
who reject some kind of animal food a> 
unfit for human use. Whole nations 
for instance, refuse to eat pork. It, and 
some other kinds of flesh, they regard 
as unclean. There are some race 
which are omnivorous. They will eat 
anything that contains nourishment 
The Indian, for example, considers dog 
as a dainty, while his white neighbor 
looks upon its tlesh when cooked witl 
loathing. The flesh of the horse is con 
sidered by some people, even in civilized 
lauds, as wholesome and palatable, 
while others could not be prevailed upon 
to take a mouthful of its lleah. The 
Canadian eats a rabbit with relish, 
while he shudders with disgust at the 
thought of using the tlesh of the harm 
loss, necessary cat as food. Are these 
likes and dislikes with respect to what 
is good to eat anil what not, mere pre- 
judices, or is there some good reason for 
our partialities and our antipathies with 
respect to food ? This is a question 
that has not yet been settled. 

Then as to condiments 1 Is suit a ne 
cessary of life } Are pepper and mug 
tard and spices wholesome V Are pickles 
an abomination'! All these are still 
moot questions. How about tea and 
coffee, are they deleterious or the re 
verve? Would we be more healthy and 
better, morally us well as physically, if 
we never used them 2 We are nearing 
dangerous ground when we come to 
beverages, for it brings us to the liquOl 
question. Is alcohol food at all ? Is it 
a I jssing or u curse! Should all drinks 
that contain alcohol in any quantity bt 
banished from the tables of civilized 
men j There is no agreement 011 these 
points. The six thousand or six . hun- 
dred thousand years which men have 
li vol on the face of this earth have not 
been sufficient to enable them to come 
to a decision 011 the matter of drink 
The number of meals to be taken in a 
day is a matter on which men of differ- 
ent nations and men of the sunie nation 
differ. With us three meals n day are 
looked upon as absolutely necessary. 
There are peoples who believe that if 
they eat twice a day they do all that na- 
ture requires for the sustenance of the 
body. And there are not a few who be- 
lieve that to eat oftener than once in the 
twenty-four hours is gluttony, Here 
igain the want of agreement must strike 
the reflecting reader as very singular. 
Due would think that there has been 
time enough since eating first catno into 
fashion, for men to have found out with 
mathematical exactness how often they 
should eat, and what quantity of food is 
necessary to keep a human being, 
whether mail, woman or child, well 
nourished, But on this last mentioned 
subject, us well as on all the others, men 
seem to be completely fit sea. There 
are people who believe that very little 
food indeed is required to keep the body 
in good condition. The mistakes that 
are made with regard to children in 
this matter, are melancholy to think of. 
Somu poor little creatures are half- 
sturved on principle, and others, 
equally tin fortunate, are stuffed in such 
a way that they arc martyrs to Indiges- 
tion and half a dozen other diseases be- 
fore they reach maturity. It is greatly 
to bo regretted that for the children's 
svke men have bunoStted so little 
by the experience of thousands of years. 
The science of feeding has not kept pace 



ELECTIONS were held on Tuesday in 
ten states, Maryland, Now Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Virginia, Iowa, Mussn- 
chussetts, Pennsylvania, Mississippi and 
Nebraska. The news yesterday was 
necessarily fragmentary.

But tho Ilurii- 
son administration is not as popular as 
it was expected to be, and it is predict- 
ed that if it does not very greatly im- 
prove the Republicans will stand a bad 
chance of being continued in power in 
1892. But three years is an age in Am- 
erican politics.

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I 80METHINQ NEW IN BARRELS. 

A Decided Uepartara In the Maim factor* 
of a Very Uneful Article. 
You wouldn't think that anything new 
could ho written nbout such a homely 
subject ns a ban-el, but a decidedly new 
departure Is to be chronicled. The barrel 
of commerce Ih made by splitting the log 
into bolts about thirty inches long. The 
bolts are placed in a largo vat, subjected 
to an Intense Steam heat for twelve hours, 
and then, while hot, aro cut up into staves. 
After Ave or six months of air drying Hie 
staves are ready for the listing (or joint- 
ing) machine. This process completed, 
the staves are in proper condition for the 
cooper, who trusses them (arranges them 
In barrel form) and cuts the chine and 
croze, after which they aro ready for heads 
and hoops. Slmviug.'planiug and crozing 
machines are used in the manufacture of 
common barrels, and in each barrel there 
are sixteen slaves. The new barrel Is 
made of two staves. 

In an establishment where they are 
manufactured 1 saw an elm log thirty-one 
inches long and twenty-four inches in di- 
ameter, resting in a steam vat. A crane, 
operated by steam power, grappled the 
log and swung it into position in the ma- 
chine. Tin's wonderful ple-e of mechan- 
ism clamps the log exactly in the center 
and Immediately begins a motion of fifty 
revolutions to the minute. When the log 
commences to revolve in the embrace of 
the machine a knife is fed directly on the 
outsido of t he log, cutting off acontinuous 
sheet the proper length and thickness of a 
stave. In this way the entire log is util- 
ized as stave material except about six 
inches of the core or heart, which is prac- 
tically worthless. On the opposite sido of 
,the cutting knife, aud revolving upon the 
surface of the log, are two cylinders, 
being held thereon by the sumo mechan- 
ism which feeds the knife to the log. One 
revolution of these cylinders measures a 
half barrel of continuous and solid stave 
material. In the surface of these cylin- 
ders is a knife, which is forced into the 
solid log, cutting off a sheet, which falls 
on to a conveyor in the perfect form of a 
half barrel. This half barrel, which has 
just dropped from the Jog, is completely 
chined, crozed and equalized. Its exter- 
nal form is superior to any work which 
the most expert cooper can execute. It is 
mathematically ''true." The chining, 
crozing and equalizing have all been done 
by the same knife, and the perfected half 
barrel is the result of the single mechan- 
ical revolution. 

The elm log referred to remained in the 
machine fifty seconds, at the expiration of 
which time it had been converted into 
thirty-four staves or material for seven- 
teen barrels. The staves are dried, listed 
(jointed) and then receive head and hoops. 
Two hundred and twenty barrels are 
made from 1,000 feet of log measure. By 
the old style of manufacture the maxi- 
mum product is about fifty barrels lesa. 
On the old barrel, with sixteen staves, 
thirty-two listings are required. Hers 
only four listings are made. The saving 
iu this detail alone is groat. As a labor 
saving invention it represents an advance 
of CO per cent, on the old method of man- 
ufacture. Barrels, nail kegs, butter tubs 
and pails are turned out at trill with this 
wonderful machine. Thd inventor, a 
Michigan man, has had the idea germinat- 
ing in his brain for over twenty years, but 
it was only during the present year that 
the mechanism was perfected. — Chicago 
Herald. 

Winter Weather on the Nile. 

I am, however, forced to believe that, 
bo far as climate alone ia concerned, the 
average winter weather on the Nile from 
November to April is as good as any to be 
found for a majority of those who need a 
mild, dry atmosphere, free from malaria 
— an element which must be carefully 
considered by all in search of warm win- 
ters. As the Nile valley is seldom more 
than ten miles wide between the deserts — 
and its average is much less — there must 
be a purity of atmosphere therein that is 
exceptional. It is cool and bracing, and 
necessarily very dry — too dry, iu fact, for 
some invalids. 

On the Nile, above Cairo, but not in- 
cluding Cairo, lires are unnecessary dur- 
ing the winter days. Cotton, tobacco, 
beans, and other plants very sensitive to 
cold, continue to grow and blossom in this 
season, and yet Hie heat is neither oppres- 
sive nor debilitating, and woolen clothing 
can be worn nearly all the time. The 
nights, however, are cool and frequently 
cold, and the variations from midday to 
midnight, or rather to the early morning 
hours, when the temperature is lowest, 
are such us to require an amount of care 
and caution on the part of invalids not 
always easy nor likely to be exercised. — 
William Smith Brown in Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

Haunted by Eiffel's Tower.

The tremendous spider's web 
of reticulated metal haunti you In your 
dreams until, Instead of fancying that you 
dwell In marble halls, like the heroine of 
the "Bohemian Girl," you havo annoying 
j notions as you lio asleep that you are 
i knocking your head against metal girders 
or climbing up enormous staircases of 
I Iron, compared to which Jacob's famous 
ladder was a prehistoric sham. — Paris 
Oor. London Telegram.

Tho Vessel Returns to Esquimalt 
iu a Disabled Condition. 



The Ship at Once Placed in the Dry Dock 
The Viee-Begal Party Registered 
at the Drlaril. 



When the vice-regal party embarked 
on II. M. S. Ampliion yesterday morn- 
ing, und that fine warship, the pride of 
the Pacific Bquadroon steamed awuy 
from the outer wharf, no one expected 
to hco the distinguished visitors return, 
at least for many months. 

A3 tho Ampluon loft, it was at a 
speed of 17.5 knots an hour, the dense 
fou preventing the full speed offfj knots 
being steamed. Soon the warship wus 
lost to sight in the mist, und nothing 
further whs heard of her until shortly 
after 8 o'clock in the evening when a 
telephonic message was received from 
Esquimalt, culling for bucks to bring 
the Governor-Goueral and bis suite 
buck to Victoria. They arrived in the 
city at il o'clock and registered at the 
Driurd, where they will remain until 
further arrangements are made for their 
departure from the city. 

The cause of the unexpected return 
was an accident which, considering the 
nature of the day, might very easily 
have resulted in the loss of the ship. 

A IHJU. AND POactY DAY 
When the Ampliion in command of 
Capt. E. Gray Hulton, left Victoria, 
the dense and dismal fog which had 
covered the water and the straits for 
two days, rendering navigation danger- 
ous us well as difficult, still bung over 
the water. No city pilot, was on board, 
nor was it thought that any would be 
required, as Captain Hulton knew the 
waters well. All went well for the first 
two hours. Plumper's Puss light was 
reached and left safely behind, and the 
Ampliion entered Hiiro Channel, along 
both sides of which the shore extends, 
ragged uud rough. Here the speed of 
the steamer Wll8 reduced to about fifteen 
knots as she made her way up the 
channel. 

/ About a mile anil a half beyond Plum- 
per's Pass light stands Haro Point, u 
line of jagged rucks extending out into 
the passage. The close proximity of the 
abutting point, owing to tho fog, was 
not observed us the ship approached, 
and the first intimation of danger wus 
the 

loud, oitASiiiNa sou^n, 
as the warship's starboard side wus 
pierced by the saw-like rocks; followed 
by the rushing noise of the water pour- 
ing into her forward compartments. 
She shivered for a moment from the 
shook, und then glided gracefully on, 
the blow having been a glancing al- 
though a most disastrous one. 

For a moment confusion reigned 
among the distinguished passengers 
who soon saw that an accident had oc 
curred which imperilled the sufety of 
the ship. 

The momentary alarm was quickly 
allayed by the coolness and precision 
with which the order*, here given by 
the officers, and the promptitude an " 
precision with which they were obeyed 
by the men, whose discipline nothing 
could shake. 

While not armored below water- 
mark, the Ampliion is double cased, i.e., 
with a space between the outer and in- 
ner lining of the hull, through both of 
which the projecting rock had torn i 
long and jagged seam. 

Immediately the four compart 
ments effected begun to fill, and 
nil hands were ordered 

TO THE IT.Ml'S, 
while the steam pumps also were put ut 
work. The ship was ut once turned, 
and her prow pointed toward Esqui- 
malt, while the speed was increased as 
much us it could bo with safety in the 
fog. Despite the good work done by 
the hand and steam pumps, the water 
gained upon them slowly but surely 

The Royal Roads were entered at sun- 
down, and from that time constant 
.soundings hail to be made in order t 
properly locate Esquimalt harbor. 

The ship was then badly listed t 
starboard, while despite the hard work 
of the men and the good service ren- 
dered by tho engine room pumps — for 
tunately the engine room compartments 
bad not been effected — she wus settling 
down in the water. 

Coming to anchor in Constance Covi 
directly opposite the naval yard, tl 
vice-regal party was taken ashore and 
the services of the dock yard steam 
engine were obtained, while the dock 
was quickly made ready for the recep-

Begg, 
tiilesh.nild rises,, that she could befloutedj4he Crofter's friend, being present, was 
VISIT TO THE SHIP. 
A Colonist reporter paid a visit to 
the Ampliion ut midnight, when she 
listed at un angle of about 22 s to 
Bt&rbdard. 

Both the ship and dockyard engines 
work pumping, and they hat: 
only just begun to get command of the 
inrushing water. 

The starboard gangway, by which tli 
porter passed on board, was almost on 
t level with the water, while the deck 

wus so much inclined as to be itioon 
nient to walk. 

( 'tint. Hilton was not to be seen, and 
the officer on watch wus not inclined to 

be communicative in regard to the acci- 
lent. He explained how she si ruck, ci- 
ther glanced on the rock, tearing a 
long seam through her double side. 

After the accident he said everything 
that could he hud been done to save the 
ship, but although both steam and hand 
pumps were kept going constantly, they 
iiail not been able to keep even with th 
water the ship was making. It was 
only with the help of the dockyard 
engine that they could keep the water 
at the same level. 

Until a survey was made in tho dock, 
no one could determine the full extent 
of the disaster, which, however, wus 
undoubtedly tt very serious one. At 

midnight the hole hud been partially 
covered, ami divers were preparing to 
go down to make a survey. It wus in- 
tended if possible to get the shin in the 
dock ut high title, when the full nature 
of the damage would bo ascertained und 
the work of repair would he com- 
menced. 

It wus expected that the tide would 
allow the docking of the ship at about 6 
lock this morning, when more com- 
plete particulars of tho nature und ex- 
tent of the accident will be obtainable. 

The Amphion is a twin-screw, second- 
class Steam cruiser of 3,750 Ions and 
000 h, p, In till probability the rip- 
ping of her side was duo to her great 
ight, and the momentum she hud on 
ut the time. Hud she struck bow on, 
tho rock alouo would have suffered, 
tho prow being armored to resist 
the force of any collision. As it was, 
the rock, almost- under the bout, was 
forced through her side by her Weight, 
the hide was extended into u long 
by the passage on of the ship ho- 
iihl bu stoppetl.
